SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 


Selectmen's  memorandum  pad  of  some  of  this  year's 
transactions 

Road  improvement  was  conducted  as  planned  with  better 
than  one  mile  blade-mixed.  Plans  are  to  continue  on  River 
Road  (1957)  until  Junction  Road  is  reached  (1958?).  Slight 
changes  may  be  considered  depending  on  future  conditions. 

The  A.M.C.  was  taxed  this  year  for  full  value.  This  move 
was  based  on  fact  of  law  change  that  a  corporation  incorporated 
in  N.H.  for  educational,  religious,  etc.  reasons  must  directly 
benefit  N.H.  residents  to  qualify  for  exemption.  Abatement  was 
requested.  Not  granted.  Law  will  no  doubt  be  court  tried  as 
a   test  case.     Attorney  George  Ray  of   Bristol   represents   our 


town's  views.    Town  of  Meredith,  represented  by  Robert  Upton, 
shares  our  problem. 

Note  graphs  within  town  report  and  portions  that  repre- 
sent the  schools  and  highway.  At  the  end  of  this  memo  will  be 
found  the  report  of  the  committee  on  road  problems.  This  able 
committee  has  thoroughly  studied  and  debated  the  points  of 
this  issue.  Adoption  of  this  program  with  a  capital  reserve 
fund  would  help  relieve  the  burden  of  major  expenses  in  one 
year  when  town  equipment  is  necessary. 


TOWN  HALL  A  small  amount  of  new  wiring  has  been  accom- 
plished. Rest  room  facilities  must  be  remedied 
for  HEALTH'S  SAKE  as  well  as  for  protection  of  our  town 
receiving  tainted  estimation  from  our  town  hall  guests  when 
public  affairs  are  held.  Of  course,  this  topic  just  introduces 
the  related  problems  of  water,  heat  and  so  forth.  We  suggest 
that  either  an  interested  committee  be  formed  or  else  your 
selectmen  be  instructed  to  further  study  and  recommend  definite 
articles  for  your  1958  vote.  Let's  hear  your  suggestions  on 
town  meeting  night.

Having  communicated  with  Commissioner  Morton  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways,  you  may  be 
interested  to  note  that  he  has  roads  similar  to  our  village  road 
in  mind  as  he  presents  his  budget  before  the  Governor.  Men- 
tion of  our  road  problem  to  representatives  to  the  Legislature 
will  aid  our  interest  in  this  "bumpy"  matter.

Dear  Sir: 

As  representative  of  our  town  of  Alexandria  (Selectman  for 
the  past  five  years),  I  am  writing  to  you  in  regard  to  the  road 
leading  from  Route  3A  to  Alexandria;  specifically  from  the 
Bristol  -  Alexandria  line  to  our  village  itself. 

This  road  is  State  maintained  and  easily  qualifies  as  one  of 
New  Hampshire's  worst,  and  that  I  do  mean  year  round.  I  have 
realization  that  you  receive  many  letters  of  this  complaint  type 
but  we  do  feel  that  we  have  been  patient,  having  with  only 
mumblings  to  ourselves  put  up  with  our  local  travel  conditions 
plus  consequenting  car  repairs. 

About  every  second  year  this  stretch  is  oiled — which  is 
simply  a  financial  waste.  Yearly  a  few  shovelfuls  of  tar  are 
heaped  upon  the  holes;  even  then  it  remains  unfit  for  even  the 
daily  school  bus.    Honestly,  this  stretch  is  like  a  hurdle  race! 

It  does  seem  that  something  could  be  done  to  ease  this  so- 
called  mess,  if  only  for  temporary  times,  to  agree  faii-ly  with 
the  rising  gas,  auto,  oil  and  local  taxes  which  along  with  all 
others  pay  our  registered  voters  and  summer  guests.  You 
know,  of  course,  that  Alexandria  abounds  with  two  state  parks. 


I  am  not  requesting  a  complete  rebuilding  project  but 
rather  that  the  worst  perforated  sections  be  remedied;  no 
greater  total  than  one  mile. 

If  no  definite  plan  is  on  the  itinerary,  the  selectmen  with 
the  townspeople's  own  blessings  would  contribute  the  use  of 
our  town's  truck,  grader  and  men  if  these  worst  places  could  be 
broken  up,  gravel  added  and  newly  mixed. 

The  road's  condition  is  definitely  a  detriment  to  us.  It  is  a 
drawback  for  the  recreational  business.  No  one  could  have  the 
incentive  to  build  property  here.  In  fact,  working  commuters 
like  myself  have  to  seriously  consider  relocating  for  the  peace 
of  our  bodies  and  cars.  (Some  of  the  tortion-aire  advertising 
experiments  should  hold  trial  run  here.) 

Our  own  responsibility  for  forty  odd  miles  of  roads  re- 
ceives better  than  twelve  thousand  dollars  annually  and  can  be 
traveled  in  comfort  at  any  season.  I  wish  you  would  compare 
the  state's  expenditures  on  her  few  miles  of  upkeep  here  the 
past  few  years. 

This  is  a  serious  problem  and  I  trust  you  to  honor  it  with 
your  attention.    I  await  your  reply.

Dear  Mr.  Mosher: 

This  is  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  dated  Janu- 
ary 27  in  which  you  call  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  road 
leading  from  Route  3-A  to  Alexandria,  especially  from  the  Bris- 
tol line  to  the  village  itself.  I  can  well  appreciate  that  your 
statements  are  correct  to  the  effect  that  the  road  is  breaking  up, 
is  deteriorating  through  frost  action,  and  in  general  lacks  ade- 
quate maintenance. 

In  presenting  my  budget  to  the  Governor  for  the  next 
biennium  and  in  reviewing  my  budget  with  the  Public  Works 
Committees  of  the  State  Legislature  I  have  called  attention  to 
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the  fact  that  we  have  in  New  Hampshire  an  exceptionally  large 
mileage  of  roads  on  which  we  have  performed  inadequate  main- 
tenance for  the  past  several  years.  I  have  stated  that  many  of 
these  roads  do  not  carry  high  volumes  of  traffic  and  that  look- 
ing long  range  it  would  be  many  years  before  we  would  have 
adequate  funds  to  rebuild  them.  I  have  carefully  pointed  out 
that  these  roads  represent  an  investment  of  State  funds  of  sub- 
stantial proportions  and  that  it  would  be  only  prudent  to  see 
that  they  are  better  maintained. 

To  correct  this  condition  I  have  placed  in  my  budget  a 
request  for  additional  funds  aimed  at  improving  the  main" 
tenance  of  these  roads.  I  have  stated  that  many  of  these  roads 
only  receive  a  bituminous  surface  treatment  once  every  two  or 
three  years  and  that  these  bituminous  treatments  are  so  light 
they  do  not  provide  for  any  correction  of  the  deficiencies  that 
exist  in  these  roads.  I  have  recommended  that  we  go  into  a 
program  of  treating  these  roads  annually  with  a  heavier  appli- 
cation of  bituminous  material  which  would  be  aimed  at  provid- 
ing a  better  seal,  strengthen  the  pavement  and  create  a 
smoother  riding  surface.  I  realize  that  in  certain  instances  even 
this  type  of  maintenance  would  not  be  adequate  and  have 
pointed  out  that  in  certain  stretches  of  roads  we  would  have  to 
add  some  gravel  to  strengthen  the  foundation  of  the  road. 

I  can  state  at  this  time  that  the  Governor  has  commented 
to  the  effect  that  he  is  in  agreement  with  such  a  program;  also, 
when  this  was  presented  to  the  Legislative  Committees  they 
indicated  approval  of  such  a  program.  To  perform  this  type 
of  work  requires  State  funds.  Federal  funds  are  not  available 
for  this  type  of  work.  If  our  budget  is  approved  it  will  permit 
us  to  perform  a  better  job  of  maintenance  on  highways  of  this 
character. 

I  hold  no  brief  that  one  year's  work  will  correct  all  condi- 
tions but  I  do  feel  sure  that  if  it  is  a  continuing  program,  and 
it  should  be  that  over  a  period  of  a  few  years,  there  should  be 
a  marked  improvement  in  these  roads. 

I  appreciate  very  much  receiving  your  letter  and  your 
comments  on  the  situation.  In  fact,  it  is  letters  such  as  yours 
that  strengthen  our  arguments  for  this  program  with  the  Leg- 
islative Committees.  As  this  will  come  up  before  this  Legisla- 
ture it  would  be  helpful  if  you  would  talk  to  your  fellow 
Representatives,  make  them  aware  of  our  program,  and  ask  for 
their  support  of  it. 


I  would  be  more  than  pleased  to  have  you  visit  my  office, 
at  which  time  I  could  review  in  more  detail  with  you  the  gen- 
eral scope  of  our  highway  program  and  give  you  some  idea  of 
the  problems  with  which  we  are  faced.

TO   THE    VOTERS    OF    ALEXANDRIA 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  voters  to  study  and  make 
recommendations  in  regards  to  the  proper  maintenance  and 
operation  of  our  highway  department  offers  the  following  report. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  checking  operat- 
ing procedures  of  the  past,  meeting  with  our  selectmen,  listen- 
ing to  our  budget  committee,  and  checking  with  other  small 
towns  which  employ  a  salaried  road  agent. 

Figures  offered  by  the  selectmen  reveal  that  we  would  be 
able  to  employ  a  full-time  road  agent  and  yet  would  not  expend 
more  money  than  in  past  years. 

We  suggest  that  a  road  agent  be  hired  by  the  selectmen 
and  be  under  direct  supervision  of  them. 

We  feel  that  the  selectmen  should  require  a  weekly  work 
card  giving  information  on  work  done  daily,  equipment  used, 
location  of  job,  and  expense  invoices. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  complete  inventory  on  all  high- 
way equipment  be  taken  and  kept  up  to  date. 

The  town  should  yearly  appropriate  and  set  aside  certain 
sums  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  road  equipment.  We  feel 
this  is  a  necessary  step  in  order  to  keep  up-to-date  machinery 
without  spending  a  huge  sum  in  any  one  year. 

As  a  result  of  our  committee  work,  we  have  recommended 
Article  9  of  the  1957  warrant.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT 


The  success  with  which  your  school  authorities  have 
been  able  to  staff  your  two  schools  must  not  be  taken 
for  granted  nor  should  it  be  casually  assumed  that  the 
future  guarantees  any  such  achievement.  Only  those  of 
us  directly  concerned  need  to  know  the  details  involved 
but  we  do  need  to  be  believed  when  we  say  that  the  se- 
curing of  successful  teachers  is  a  most  difficult  job  and 
seemingly  impossible  at  times.  Although  high  salaries 
do  not  automatically  produce  good  teachers  they  are  the 
best  talking  point  a  superintendent  has  when  interview- 
ing teachers.  The  budget  for  next  year  provides  for 
raises  of  $300  for  each  of  the  two  teachers.  We  hope 
that  this  will  aid  in  staffing  the  two  schools  for  another 
year  but  it  is  no  guarantee.  This  will  make  it  possible 
to  offer  $3200  for  these  positions  which  is  what  begin- 
ning teachers  will  be  asking  this  spring.  Those  in  cer- 
tain fields,  such  as  shop,  will  receive  a  premium  of 
several  hundred  more.  We  should  be  more  conscious  of 
the  great  problems  in  the  field  of  education  facing  all  of 
us  everywhere. 

In  view  of  the  above  it  would  seem  desirable  to  ac- 
tively work  for  greater  amounts  of  state  aid.  We  in 
X.H.  still  think  of  the  property  owner  as  the  source  of 
most  of  the  educational  dollar  while  other  states  have 
long  since  shifted  to  other  sources  for  even  the  major 
amounts  of  money. 

Tuition  rates  in  New  Hampshire  are  increasing 
yearly.  The  maximum  rate  permissible  by  law  for  the 
current  year  is  $330  for  high  school  and  $215  for  elemen- 
tary. Just  received  are  the  comparable  rates  for  1957  - 
58  which  are  $354  and  $231  respectively.  None  of  these 
figures  include  a  permissive  2%  for  capital  costs  in  the 
case    of   high    school   rate    only.      These    are    significant 
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increases  and  represent  the  actual  average  increases  in 
costs  for  the  state  as  a  whole.  Teachers'  salaries  repre- 
sent much  more  than  half  a  budget  in  the  vast  majority 
of  cases  and  as  minimums  and  maximums  increase  so 
must  the  average  costs.  Maintenance  and  operating 
costs  have  increased  as  well  as  the  costs  of  heating. 
Alexandria  can  expect  increased  tuition  rates  as  well  as 
increased  average  costs  in  its  own  schools. 

At  this  moment  x\lexan(lria  faces  a  deficiency  of 
;i])out  $350  due  primarily  to  two  items:  1)  An  increase 
of  $400  in  teachers'  salaries  ;  2)  An  overdraft  in  minor 
repairs  and  expenses  due  to  the  necessity  of  doing  some- 
thing to  prevent  the  freezing  of  the  drainage  field  at  the 
Willow  School.  Transportation  and  high  school  tuition 
costs  lower  than  anticipated  makes  the  deficiency  less 
than  it  might  otherwise  have  been.
